Because of lay-offs and 
reduced revenues, the Craw- 
ford County Road Com- 
mission has no money to 
send workers out on over- 
time to clear county roads. 
Thus, last Friday afternoon 
‘when quitting time came, 
jcounty roads that weren’t 
iclear had to wait until Mon- 
day. 

To compound problems, 
Road Commission Manager 
John Keir said roadways 
were still relatively warm 
this early in the season and 
the snow packed down 
quickly on them eventually 
forming hard, slick ice on 
many county roads. 

Monday and Tuesday, 
road crews were out 
plowing, sanding some inter- 
sections, and other clean-up

The Homesite of Chief 


David Shoppenagons has 


been designated as a “His- | 


torical Site’ by the State 
Historical Commission. A 
State Historical Marker was 
recently erected near the 
onetime Grayling home of 
the Chief, on the banks of the 
AuSable River at the foot of 
Ingham St. 

The Crawford Co. Histori- 
cal Society, several local 
residents and Ray’s Canoe 
Livery cooperated in the 
purchase and erection of the 
marker. There are tenative 
plans to add a small outdoor 
display of pictures of Chief 
Shoppenagons and written 
accounts of his activities in 
the Grayling area. 

The texts of each side of 
the Marker follow: 

Marker Text Shoppena- 
gon’s Homesite side one: 

Chief David Shoppenagon 
was born in Indianfields, an 
Indian village in the Saginaw 
River Valley. In 1795 his 
grandfather, also a Chip- 
pewa chief, was among the 
Indians who met with 
General Anthony Wayne at 
Fort Greenville, Ohio, and 
signed a treaty that ended 
forty years of warfare in the 
Ohio Valley. 

Shoppenagon arrived in 
the Grayling area from the 
Saginaw Valley during the 
early 1870s. He trapped, hun- 
ted, and was a guide for 
sportsmen throughout the 
northern Lower Peninsula. 

Marker Text Shoppena- 
gon’s Homesite side two: 

Chief David Shoppenagon 
had a house near this site, 
though he spent much of his 
time along the lakes and 


rivers of the area. Whites 


called him ‘‘Old Shopp”’ and 
welcomed his campfire tales 
of bear and deer hunts. 

He made canoes and pad- 
dies by hand and was a river 
guide in the area. 

A local inn, the area’s 
white cork pine and a maple 
flooring company were 
named for Chief Shoppena- 
gon in the early 1900s. 

The Chief died on Christ- 
mas Day 1911. He was 
believed to be 103 years old.

Budget Nears $2 Million:

Although Crawford County will receive more than 
a million dollars in property taxes for 1982, the county 
receives revenues in a variety of ways - from $65,000 
from state income taxes to $3,000 for dog licenses. 

The two largest sources of revenue for 1982 behind 
property taxes will be $160,000 in federal revenue 
sharing funds and about $144,000 in PILT (Payment In 
Lieu of Taxes) payments on state and federal land in 
the county. 

Five county departments pull in a large ammount of 
greenbacks; District Court, $78,000; Sheriff’s Dept. 
$53,000; County Clerk’s office $46,000; Register of 
Deeds $35,000, and Building and Zoning $15,000. 

Court costs in District Court bring in the most 
revenue there, housing out-of-district inmates, am- 
bulance service, and serving legal papers bring in 
revenue for the Sheriff's Department, and numerous 
services and operations run by the Clerk’s Office bring 
in revenue. 

Recording fees and revenue stamps at the Register 
of Deeds and licenses and permits at the Building and 
Zoning Department also bring in large amounts of 
f revenue for the county. 

The county also receives about $76,000 in outside 
law enforcement funding and $50,000 in court reimbur- 


sement programs. 


it from reaching a landmark 
this year, the $2 million 
plateau. 

The county's 1982 proposed 
budget is $1,986,831. Neigh- 
boring Roscommon County’s 
1982 budget is $2,408,000 and 
Otsego County’s 1981 budget 
is around $2,170,000 - both 
past the $2 million plateau. 

About $177,000 is public 
transit and council on aging 


_ millage included in the coun- 


ty’s budget for the first time 
next year helped push the 
totals near the $2 million 
mark. 

For 1981, the final figure is 
expected to be about 
$1,865,000, 

The county should receive 
about an $84,000 increase in 
property taxes for 1982. This 
increase will be eaten up by 
inflation as 28 county depart- 
ments will receive small in- 
creases, averaging about 
$500 to $1,500, in their appro- 
priations.

JUSTIFICATION 
AND GOD’S LAW 


Since we have already 
seen that God justifies man 
by faith in the shed blood of 
Jesus Christ alone, what 
about the places of God’s Old 
Testament law in Justifica- 
tion? God concludes that His 
law has no part at all in 
man’s Justification by faith. 
“Therefore we conclude that 
a man is justified by faith 
without the deeds of the 
law.”” Romans 3:28. For 
example, man’s obedience to 
the 10 commandments of the 
Old Testament has nothing 
to do with his Justification. 

There is but one God. This 
God was God of the Old 
Testament Jews and also of 
the Gentiles who never 
followed the Old Testament 
law. “Is he the God of the 
Jews only? Is he not also of 
the Gentiles? Yes, of the 
Gentiles also: Seeing it is 
one God, which shall justify 
the circumcision by faith, 
and uncircumcision through 
faith.” Romans 3:29, 30. 
What ever the ordinance or 
sacrament, if it be circurn- 
cision or baptism, none of 
these things can bring Justi- 
fication. Justification is 
apart from man’s deeds 
either in the church or out- 
side of the church. Salvation 
is in the person of Jesus 
Christ, not the program of 
the church. 

Those of us who take a 
strong stand on the doctrines 
of God’s Grace are often ac- 
cused of ignoring God’s law. 
This is the natural observa- 
tion of the natural mind 
which does not understand 
God’s Grace. “Do we then 
make void the law through 
faith? God forbid: yea, we 
establish the law.” Romans 
3:31. Just because God's law 
has nothing to do with man’s 
Justification doesn’t mean it 
has no place in God’s pro- 
gram, The entire book of 
Galatians was written to 
show God’s churches that 
obedience to God’s law was 
not a part of their salvation 
‘and sanctification. 

Paul said under control of 
the Holy Spirit, ‘For I 
through the law am dead to 
the law, that I might live un- 
to God.” He reminds us that

The Tall Timber 


Weudell L. Hoover 
Park Interpreter 


For the past fifteen years 
the hows and whys of logging 
as it was done in Michigan’s 
pine forest from 1840 to 1900 
have been the subject of 
much interest and research 
upon my part. Interpreting 
that history is the major part 
of my job, but beyond this 
fact is the fascination I have 
with this portion of our his- 
tory. Over the years I have 
become less interested in 
those we commonly call 
Timber Barons and_in- 
creasingly interested = in 
those who labored daybreak 
to sundown six days a week 
in the shadow of the Tall 
Timber. That they survived 
and even thrived on this kind 
of existence astounds me at 
times. They worked ex- 
tremely hard, doing very 
monotonous and often very 
dangerous work, all without 
any assistance from a well- 
known governmenta} safety 
organization and not only did 
they work hard, but they 
played hard too, often to ex- 
cess by our terms. I believe 
they played hard to 
celebrate the fact they were 
alive and with the thought 
that tomorrow might bring 
death or disabling injury. On 
Saturday nights in many 
camps a fiddler would tune 
up to play music for a dance. 
Without women or ladies in 
the bunkhouse, someone 
would tie a grain sack or 
blanket around their waist, 
thus becoming a dance par- 
tner. Some might snicker 
and think sissy, but I would 
ask any who haven’t worked 
sunup to sundown six days a 
week; pushed snow to their 
belt buckles while gaining 
access to trees or the trunks 
thereof; endured a boss who 
was living up to his reputa- 
tion by pushing hard; had 
hands so badly chapped with 
what they called frost cracks 
which they sewed together 
with needle and thread; 
slept in a bunk full of bedbug 
infested hay and an equally 
odorous partner; breathed 
the air of a bunkhouse full of 
the stink from dirty wet pan- 
ts, socks, underwear, shirts, 
coats and felt-lined boots, 
and with the prospect of no 
pay at season’s end if the 
contract isn’t met, to say 
sissy to the men who did so. 
They were proud of their 
manhood and willing to 
prove it by deeds performed 
with a saw, axe, peavey, or 
work-toughened fists. They 
were the ‘‘Shantyboys” of 
Michigan. May their 
memories never fade from 
ours.

In last week’s paper I read 
the leiter from Mr. George 
H. Morse and his concerns. 

I feel this issue should be 
clarified. 

According to reports at 
prior meetings there was 
overcrowding on the busses 
last year. This year it is wor- 
se, 92 on a 66 capacity bus. 

Several] calls were made to 
the Attorney General’s Of- 
fice, the State Board of 
Education and the State 
Police, the results mixed. 

There is no law_ on 
capacity just recommenda- 
tions from 3% or 10% over 
stated bus capacity. 

The one concensus was, it 
is dangerous to overload. 

This is our concern, the 
safety of all children. 

The liabilities are vague 
and it probably would be 
determined in the courts 
when some chiid would be 
maimed or killed on an over- 
crowded school bus. 

This information which we 
gathered was relayed to the 
Crawford AuSable Board of 
Education for them to 
evaluate. 

Our goal is to economize, 
but in different areas, not 
this one. This is where the 
school has cut monies, two 
bus drivers laid off this year, 
no busses delivered since 
1979, 

House Bill No. 4071 would 
alleviate this problem now 
and in the future. 

THINK - before we can 
return to sound basic educa- 
tion we have to get them to 
the school door safely.

The state Legislature, following 
the defeat of a special property tax 
shift package last summer, and 
facing another budget cutting con- 
stitutional amendment next year, is 
moving to give Michigan citizens 
some property tax relief by next 
year. 

Although facing 
about the state budget’s ability to 
shoulder property tax relief, legis- 
lators see some action as a must to 
head off a statewide ballot proposal 
on which they would have no con- 
trol. 

Property taxes are voted, assess- 
ed, collected and spent locally, but 
the Legislature has been getting the 
heat as property taxes around the 
state continue to spiral upwards. 

The previously defeated petition 
ballot proposals - November, 1978 
and November, 1980 - would have 
required the state budget absorb the 
entire cost of about $1.2 billion per 
year as they would have required the 
state budget to reimburse the local 
units of government for losses due 
to the property tax cut. 

The current proposal, already 
passed by the House of Represen- 
tatives and before the Senate where 
it, too, is expected to pass, would 
provide for and adjustment in the 
current property tax credit against 
an individual's income tax liability. 

The present ‘‘circuit breaker’’ con- 
cept provides for a 60 percent credit 
against income taxes for property 
taxes in excess of 3.5 percent of a 
taxpayer's income. 

The new proposal would reduce 
the income figure to an even 3 per- 
cent plus give additional relief to 
senior citizens on a fixed income who 
rent. 

An additional $150 million per 
year in relief would be provided by 
the formula change. Already the 
state pays out over $500 million per 
year in the property tax credit but 
the credit is not very visible because

of the income tax return rather than 
as a credit against their property 
taxes when they become due and 
payable with their local treasurers. 

The Legislature is also working on 
legislation to adjust the timing of 
the credit. Under the proposed legis- 
lation, a voucher would be issued for 
the amount due each taxpayer under 
the ‘“‘circuit breaker” system. 

The voucher would be taken in 
when the property taxes are due and 
the local treasurer would deduct 
that amount directly from the per- 
son’s tax bill. 

The system would provide relief 
when the taxpayer most needs it - at 
the time his or her taxes are due. 

One major problem with the sys- 
tem would be a blow to the state and 
local government’s cash flow. The 
state would have an immediate 
problem of $800 million while the 
local units would have like problems 
as the state would be required to 
make local reimbursements in four 
equal installments. 

Under the relief legislation, the 
amount of credit against income 
taxes available to each taxpayer 
would increase from the present 
maximum of $1,200 to $1,400 per 
year. 

The new relief would take effect if 
and when the growth in state 
revenue tops the Gross National 
Product state and local deflator- 
next year according to all predic- 
tions. 

Senior citizens who rent their 
residence would be subject to a 
greater credit. Under the bill, effec- 
tive in 1982, they would be able to 
receive a 100 percent credit for rent 
paid in excess of 40 percent of the 
senior’s annual income. The 
estimated cost of this would be $5 
million per year. 

Property tax relief is at hand. It 
appears it will not measure up toa 
Tisch-type cut, but in light of the 
state budget, it will represent a first

Things Growing

The second best thing 
about Thanksgiving dinner 
is the leftover. I always buy 
the biggest turkey I can find 
to insure there’ll be lef- 
tovers. What to do with 
them? Here are a_ few 
suggestions to start you 
thinking - you will add lots 
more. 

Make extra dressing and 
refrigerate up to three or 
four days. Top with slices or 
chunks of leftover turkey, 
then leftover gravy or broth, 
and bake for a delicious sup- 
per casserole. 

Dice leftover turkey for 
salad, and add any or all of 
the following, in whatever 
proportions you find most 


appealing: minced onion, 
diced Michigan apples, 
sliced Michigan celery, 


chopped green pepper. You 
can see we’re talking here 
about Good Things Growing 
in Michigan. Add a little 
curry or ginger to your 
mayonnaise, and a little 
whipped Michigan cream. 
Serve with soup and rolls for 
a complete meal. 

Combine diced turkey with 
cooked thin = spaghetti, 
grated cheese, sliced fresh 
mushrooms and canned 
cream of chicken soup, for 
Turkey Tetrazzini. Heat in 
an oven casserole until bub- 
bly, sprinkle with slivered 
almonds for crunch, and en- 
joy. A tossed salad is good 
with this. 

Never throw away the 
turkey carcass. Simmer it 
with lots of water, an onion 
or two, the tops of some 
celery stalks, and a few 
carrots, After long simmer- 
ing, strain and you have a 
rich flaverful. broth — for 
turkey-noodle soup with 
vegetables. The broth can be 
frozen for later use, too. 

Combine leftover squash 
and mashed potatoes, fold in 
beaten eggs and melted but- 
ter (more good Michigan 
products), pile high in a 
greased shallow dish and 
bake until golden. Call it 
whatever you wish - it’s a 
crowd pleaser. 

As I said, teftovers are the 
second best thing about 
Thanksgiving. ‘The best? 
Seeing all my beloved family 
around the groaning board!

I have been working with 
Senior Citizens for almost 2 
years now and am still im- 
pressed with their zest for 
life. They take such pleasure 
in the small things around 
them and they have a very 
rich cultural background. 
They also have great stories 
about their past experiences. 
They always lift my spirits 
and give me a feeling of 
hope. Thank you Seniors for 
just being you. 

We have at the present 
time served 55 different 
Senior Citizens for various 
needs. To qualify for Home- 
maker Services you must be 
handicapped, 60 years of age 
or older and be a Crawford 
County resident. 

The Homemaker Service 
consists of assistance in per- 
forming ‘routine household 
activities to maintain an 
adequate living environment 
for the individual. 
Homemaking tasks might 
include light housekeeping, 
meal preparation, laundry 
services, grocery shopping 
and occasional transporta- 
tion to medical appointmen- 
ts. However the transporta- 
tion services should be kept 
at a minimum. If you are 
able to use Dial-A-Ride 
please do so as it is much 
less expensive. 

As you have probably 
heard our budget has been 
cut and we have been forced 
to resort to a fee scale that 
the government gave us on 
reimbursements for home- 
making services. Our total 
yearly budget was only 
$4,863.00 plus the hoped for 
donations. This money went 
for 4 Homemakers wages, at 
$3.35 per hour and mileage at 
.22 per mile. As you can 
plainly see the government 


- grant will not last long for 37 


clients if the people that are 
helped and can afford to 
donate don’t each donate 
their fair share.

Dear Whitey: 

Last week I had the oppor- 
tunity to do some substitute 
teaching in the Grayling Ele- 
mentary School. Since I have 
taught in the Middle School 
and High School in the past

I was quite impressed with 
the excellent job the 
teachers there are doing in 
spite of what they’re faced 
with.
